Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  City  Marshal  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1967. 

The  function  of  the  police  department  is  to  prevent  crime,  appre- 
hend those  who  have  cpmmitted  criminal  acts  and  bring  them  before  the 
courts.   This  department  is  also  charged  with  enforcement  of  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  the  control  of  traffic.

Fire  Department 


The  Fire  Department  is  responsible  for  the  safety  of  persons  and 
property  from  fire,  this  includes  fire  prevention  as  well  as  fire 
fighting.   The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  electrical  service 
to  other  City  Departments. 

Total  number  of  full  time  personnel  is  27.   This  includes  The  Chief, 
3-Assistant  Chief's,  3-Captains.   The  City  Electrician,  the  electri- 
cian's Helper  and  18  Fire  Fighters.   In  addition  there  are  27  Call 
Men. 

The  Department  is  housed  in  two  buildings  and  operates  seven  vehicles. 
Three  Pumpers,  one  Aerial  Ladder  Truck,  one  Tank  Truck,  The  Chief's 
Car  and  The  City  Electrician's  Service  Truck.   Bids  have  been  sub- 
mitted for  the  purchase  of  a  new  1000  gallon  Pumper  in  1968. 

During  1967,  minor  equipment  was  purchased  for  each  Engine  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  The  National  Fire  Protection  Association.   All 
permanent  members  of  the  Department  were  issued  Plectron  Home  Alarm 
Receivers,  enabling  them  to  get  to  the  fire  scene  much  quicker. 
Three  members  of  The  Call  Department  also  have  receivers.   They  in 
turn  contact  all  other  Call  Department  members. 

The  Department  has  taken  advantage  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Fire 
Service  Training.   All  permanent  members  have  received  certificates, 
for  having  satisfactorily  completed  the  following  courses.   Basic 
Firemenship.  Basic  Pumps,  Advance  Pumps.  Ladders,  Hose,  and  Self 
Contained  Breathing  Apparatus.   Training  films  v/ere  shown  to  all 
members  at  regular  intervals. 

Invalid  stickers  were  placed  on  doors  and  windows  of  42  homes. 

In  providing  fire  protection  for  the  City,  the  Department  travelled 
938  miles,  worked  229  hours  and  16  minutes,  used  1,550  feet  of  2|" 
hose,  6,450  feet  of  if"  hose,  11,235  feet  of  3/4"  booster  line.   Used 
48,450  gallons  of  water  from  booster  tanks,  used  280  feet  of  ladders, 
used  45  lbs.  of  extinguisher  dry  powder,  used  40  lbs.  of  Co2  chemical, 
10  gallons  of  Jet  X  Foam  liquid.   Scott  Air  Packs  were  used  22  times 
and  the  Smoke  ejector  and  generator  8  times.   Flood  light  units  were 
used  twice  and  Indian  Pumps  8  times.   Chimney  weight  used  on  plugged 
chimneys  3  times.

We  are  continuing  to  participate  in  the  Federal  Government 
Personnel  and  Administration  Program  in  which  the  City  of  Berlin 
receives  50%  of  the  expenditures  of  these  functions. 

A  training  program  for  our  Civil  Defense  Police  Unit  in  the 
art  of  pistol  shooting  was  initiated  and  we  sent  two  teams  con- 
sisting of  four  men  on  each  team  to  the  N.H.  Civil  Defense  Tourna- 
ment in  Newport,  N.H.   We  are  proud  to  announce  that  one  team  won 
first  place  in  the  target  shooting  event. 

We  sponsored  a  course  in  Civil  Defense  Management  presented 
by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  which  was  well  attended  by 
Directors  of  the  North  Country  Communities. 

Two  of  our  Radiological  Monitor  Instructors  attended  an 
advanced  course  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  they 
received  favorable  reports. 

A  number  of  our  city  departments  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
Surplus  Equipment  that  is  available  at  a  minimum  cost.   We  were 
fortunate  to  obtain  an  inter-communication  system  for  the  Police 
Department  at  no  expense  to  the  city. 

We  have  requisitioned  the  Federal  Government  for  matching 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  radios  that  will  enable  us  to  have 
communications  from  our  Emergency  Operating  Center  in  City  Hall 
with  our  City  and  Police  networks. 

We,  also,  participated  in  the  Federal  Government's  Home

The  function  of  this  Department  is  to  maintain  and  provide 
adequate  Parks  and  Playgrounds,  plus  an  interesting  and  well  balanced 
indoor  and  outdoor  recreation  program  for  all  its  citizens. 

The  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Department  erected  a  new  7  ft.  chain 
link  fence,  540  ft.  in  length,  along  Community  Street  which  surrounds 
a  portion  of  Community  Field.   Installed  a  new  chain  link  fence,  290 
ft.  in  length,  at  Hutchins  Street  Playground  and  a  6  f t .  chain  link 
fence,  lOO  ft.  in  length  at  Brown  School. 

The  flagpole  formally  at  the  old  Post  Office  was  given  to  the 
City  by  the  Post  Office  Department  and  erected  at  Glen  Avenue  Park. 

The  Department  took  an  active  part  starting  several  City  wide 
events,  organized  City  wide  groups  and  assisted  others  on  a  volunteer 
basis . 

This  past  year  the  Department  organized  and  directed  a  retarded 
program  with  the  help  of  Mrs.  Marie  Hawkinson  and  Mrs.  Elaine  Silts. 
This  included  free  use  of  the  Community  Club  swimming  pool,  for  which 
all  of  us  are  grateful  to  the  Management  and  Club  Directors.   The 
Recreation  gymnasium  is  used  by  these  youngsters  on  Mondays  and  Fridays 
for  games  and  arts  and  crafts. 


Two  hundred  children  between  the  ages  of  8-12  were  guests  of  the 
Wildcat  Mt .  Corp.  for  a  free  trip  up  the  Mountain. 

The  Department  increased  the  Pee-Wee  Hockey  league  from  four  to 
six  teams  to  accommodate  all  the  children  who  wanted  to  play  hockey. 

On  December  28,  the  recreation  gymnasium  was  opened  to  the  public 
and  programs  are  now  in  full  swing,  with  close  to  2,000  people  coming 
in  to  participate  or  be  spectators.   At  the  present  time  there  are 
28  basketball  teams,  a  women's  calisthenics  class  and  an  adult  bad- 
minton group. 

Completed  Hutchins  Street  Playgroung  with  baby  and  junior  swings. 

Special  events  held  in  Berlin  this  past  summer,  using  recreation 
facilities  at  Memorial  Field  was  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  American 
Legion  Tourney  and  the  Trouble  Shooting  Contest.   The  Governor  Volpe 
pirates  played  the  Midget  League  all  stars  at  Community  Field. 

In  closing,  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
Churches,  Civic  Organizations,  Businesses,  Berlin  Reporter,  Radio 
Stations  WBRL  and  WMOU ,  Parochial  and  Public  Schools  and  all  Depart- 
ment Heads,  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year.

The  past  year  has  probably  been  the  most  important  in  our  eight  year 
history.   The  trend  of  reduction  in  industrial  jobs  available  reversed 
itself.   The  remaining  jobs  became  more  secure  and  the  demand  took  an 
upward  trend  in  our  area.   The  major  contributing  factors  have  been  ex- 
pansions at  Brown  Company,  Groveton  Paper,  and  the  establishment  of  Milan 
Footwear  in  Berlin.   Three  small  unsuccessful  concerns  closed  during  the 
year  . 

Several  prospects  came  to  our  city  during  the  year.  At  the  time  of 
this  writing,  we  have  an  expansion  in  view  and  negotiations  are  going  on 
for  the  purchase  of  a  closed  mill. 

Contacts  were  made  with  the  government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  with 
the  intentions  of  promoting  the  importing  of  unfinished  products  to  be 
finished  in  this  area.   These  representatives  were  very  receptive  to  our 
plans  and  have  promised  to  promote  this. 

A  labor  survey  was  conducted  amongst  the  people  who  had  left  the  area 
because  of  lack  of  employment.   The   majority,  when  questioned,  stated 
they  would  return  to  the  area  if  suitable  employment  was  a^/ailable  in  their 
line  of  work.   This  survey  has  proven  that  we  could  furnish  immediately  over 
one  hundred  tradesmen  to  a  metal  working  industry.   The  Committee  aided  by 
the  state  will  concentrate  on  attracting  this  type  of  the  industry  in  the 
coming  year . 

The  Committee  also  participated  in  other  economic  development  for  the 
area,  such  as  the  East-West  Highway  proposal,  the  development  of  the  Andros- 
coggin and  others.   Mayor  Tremaine,  as  committee  member,  attended  all  meetings 
of  the  East-West  Highway  Association. 

The  honorable  Mayor  and  Council  approved  a  budget  of  $5,900.00  and  we 
returned  to  the  city  the  amount  of  $3,634.55  as  funds  unexpended  for  the 
year  1967. 

Every  member  of  the  Committee  worked  for  the  area  without  compensation. 
Everyone  attended  monthly  meetings.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
City  of  Berlin,  New  Hampshire 

Gentlemen : 

We  submit  herewith  the  forty-third  annual  report  for  the 
year  1967  for  your  consideration. 

Revenue  from  water  services  in  this  City  increased  $31,000.00. 
This  increase  was  realized  by  an  advance  in  water  rates  of  33  1/3  per- 
cent and  went  into  effect  July  1,  1967.   We  ended  the  year  with  a  bank 
balance  of  $21,600.00  in  our  checking  account.   Collections  from  water 
sales  amounted  to  $177,000.00  in  1967  as  compared  to  $146,000.00  in 
1966.   Outstanding  unpaid  water  bills  amounted  to  the  small  sum  of 
$277.15  and  are  all  collectible.   In  1958  we  had  a  bond  issue  of 
$200,000.00  for  partial  replacement  of  the  Ammonoosuc  Pipe  Line.   The 
final  payment  of  $20,000.00  was  made  in  1967.   Interest  for  the  past 
ten  years  on  the  issue  totalled  $34,000.00. 

The  Ammonoosuc  Pipe  Line,  eight  miles  long,  was  of  wooden 
pipe  construction  built  in  1927.   Five  miles  has  been  replaced  from 
time  to  time  by  our  department  so  that  a  balance  of  three  miles  of 
20  inch  wooden  pipe  line  still  remained  at  the  end  of  1966.   This 
year,  a  contract  to  replace  the  balance  of  three  miles  with  transite 
water  pipe  was  let  to  Clark  and  Fray  Construction  Company  of  Bridgeport , 
Conn.   The  pipe  line  was  completed  and  put  into  service  November  1,  1967 
at  a  cost  of  $355,950.00.  The  Economic  Development  Administration  con- 
tributed one-half  the  cost.   Our  portion  was  financed  by  ten  year  deben- 
ture notes  issued  by  two  local  banks.   We  have  a  balance  left  in  this 
account  of  $72,025.00  which  we  intend  to  use  for  future  construction. 

We  take  pxide  in  calling  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  finally  reached  a  highly  desirable  peak  of  efficiency  by  being 
notified  by  the  New  Hampshire  National  Board  of  Underwriters  that  we 
are  now  rated  a  Class  #1  water  system.   Classes  are  measured  from  #1 
to  #10.   This  makes  the  Berlin  Water  system  the  third  in  the  State  to 
acquire  this  rating.   The  others  are  Concord  and  Nashua.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


January  29,  1968 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Water  Commissioner 
City  of  Berlin,  New  Hampshire 

Gentlemen : 

We  submit  herewith  the  forty-third  annual  report  of  the  Berlin 
Water  Works  for  the  year  1967  for  your  consideration. 

This  year,  the  shortage  was  5.06  inches  below  normal  and  for 
four  consecutive  years  rainfall  has  averaged  better  than  5  inches 
below  normal  and  occurred  during  the  spring  and  fall  seasons  when 
consumption  was  at  a  minimum. 

Main  line  meter  readings  indicated  a  consumption  of  1,033,463,100 
gallons  of  water  for  the  year  1967,  an  increase  of  60  million  gallons 
over  1966  and  is  attributed  to  expansion  of  the  new  Brown  Company 
paper  mill . 

Eight  new  services  were  added  to  the  water  system  and  thirty- 
eight  were  replaced  from  the  main  to  the  curb  stop. 

A  recession  in  building  occurred  this  year  so  extension  of  water 

mains  was  not  necessary.   However,  our  maintenance  crew  were  involved 

in  much  repair  work  on  our  dams,  replacement  of  od  water  services  and 
assisting  in  the  Ammonoosuc  construction  project. 

This  has  been  the  first  complete  year  of  continuous  fluoride 
treatment  to  our  water  supply.   The  state  of  New  Hampshire  Board  of 
Health  recommends  a  minimum  fluoride  residual  of  1  part  per  million 
and  a  maximum  of  1.5  parts  per  million.   To  date,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  supply  a  constant  concentration  of  this  chemical  to  the  water 
supply.   Residual  determination  of  fluoride  concentration  is  made  by 
colorimetric  methods.   More  recent  developments  in  methods  used  show 
that  the  colorimetric  method  has  some  interference  from  turbidity 
and  chlorine.   Consequently  false  readings  are  the  result.   The  Sta  ■ 
and  Local  Health  Departmeni-s  are  working  on  this  and  we  hope  short^ 
to  have  present  problems  solved. 
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Now  that  the  Ammonoosuc  transmission  water  supply  pipe  line  has 
been  completed  our  next  major  project  will  be  replacement  of  the 
remaining  2,000  feet  of  12-inch  wooden  stave  pipe  line  supplying 
water  from  the  Horn  Brook  to  Anderson  Reservoir  in  the  Success  area. 
The  pipe  line  is  2  miles  in  length,  l\   miles  was  replaced  in  1953. 

DUMNER  YARD 

We  have  one  other  wooden  stave  pipe  line  extending  from  Bean 
Brook  reservoir  in  the  Success  area  to  the  Dummer  Yard  chlorinating 
plant  and  supplying  water  to  the  East  Side.   Perodical  failures  of 
the  pipe  line  make  it  imperative  that  we  replace  this  line.   We  hope 
to  replace  part  of  this  pipe  line  in  1968. 

We  hope  that  fire  protection  can  be  furnished  to  the  northerly 
section  of  Willard  Street  in  the  year  1968.   About  1,500  feet  of  cast 
iron  water  mains  will  be  required,  the  renewal  of  many  old  house  ser- 
vice lines  and  installation  of  3  fire  hydrants.   Estimated  cost  will 
be  $12,000.00. 

REGULATOR  HOUSE 

This  building  contains  the  flow  control  valves  governing  the 
water  used  in  the  city  from  the  Ammonoosuc  reservoir. 

Manually  operated  valves  are  in  use  at  the  present  time  and  it 
is  our  hope  to  install  automatically  controlled  valves  in  1968.   Cost 
of  the  proposed  project  is  estimated  at  $5,000.00. 

SUCCESS  RESERVOIRS 

There  are  five  storage  reservoirs  comprising  this  water  supply, 
four  on  the  Horn  water  supply  and  one  on  the  Bean  Brook  water  shed. 
They  are  of  cement  and  stone  construction,  some  of  them  were  built 
in  the  early  1900' s.   They  all  need  major  repair  work  done  on  them 
which  we  expect  to  do  in  1968.
